Editorial 


MARIPOSA REEVE FEELS 
LINDSAY SHOULDN'T THROW STONES 

The reeye of Mariposa Township—Mr. John Jenk- 
ins—is very displeased with the way public relations be- 
tween the Town of Lindsay and his township are going. 
Mr. Jenkins called on the editor of “The Post” Saturday 
afternoon regarding the pea vinery plant which is locat- 
ed on the banks of Davidson’s Creek a mile or so east 
of Little Britain. The reevye was particularly disturbed 
about the charge made by an Ontario Dept. of Health 
representative in a letter to the Lindsay Board of Water 
Commissioners .. . the offending letter alleging that 
the seepage from the stack of pea vines was a source of 
“pollution” to the creek and subsequently to the Scugog 
River of which Davidson's Creek and Mariposa Brook 
are feeders. Reeve Jenkins declared that the word 
“pollution” was incorrectly used at this time because 
it has been established that the seepage is rich in nutri- 
ent which is now being used as a land fertilizer and 
therefore could not be classed as matter contributing to 
pollution. 

We were especially struck by the reeve’s feelings 
towards Lindsay as a result of the pea vinery incident. 
He alleged and we could not defend the town’s posi- 
tion, that Lindsay bad contributed more to the pollution 
of the Scugog River than Mariposa Township ever had 
or ever will. “What”, he asked, “does the Town of 
Lindsay care about the people to the north of them who 
have to use water from the Scugog River after thou- 
sands of gallons of sewage is fed into it daily?” We had 
to admit that it was true that Lindsay was contributing 
a great deal of so-called polluted matter to the river... 
we had also to acknowledge that some raw sewage was 
being fed into the river by the town at points below the 
sewage disposal plant and that nothing was being done 
to prevent it. We also had to admit that in addition to 
a river pollution problem, Lindsay was making a fair 
contribution to air pollution which needed to come un- 
der study. 

We do not hold with pollution of our air or our 
waterways and we will not be a party to the defence of 
anything which may adversely affect the health of a 
community, but we regretfully have to admit am ap- 
parent laxity on the part of Lindsay in dealing with these 
matters. Under such circumstances we can only say 
that if the Town wishes to have other municipalities 
“toe the line” in the matter of anti-pollution measures 
it had better clean up on the homefront first. 

On the other hand we, as a newspaper, feel duty- 
bound lo make frank and impartial observations on mat- 
ters such as this and we have no hesitation in doing so. 
In the matter of the pea vinery, having in mind that it 
means money in the pockets of Mariposa Townsbip 
farmers who, are good Lindsay customers, we believe 
it could be operated with less annoyance to the com- 
munity. jhe run-off and decaying vines give off a very 
offensive odour and, while the plant has set up equip- 
ment for drawing away the liquid seepage, there is no 
yeason that we can see why the plant has to “remain 
within a stone's throw of the creek. For the moment we 
feel the seepage problem is! being coped with very 
well but improvements could undoubtedly be made to 
the satisfaction of all concerned and we feel sure Reeve 
Jenkins in cooperation with his fellow councillors will 
do everything they can to protect the interests of the 
community from a health as well as an economic 
standpoint, 

In the matter of public relations, we feel Mariposa 
has reason to be aggrieved and that an effort could be 
made to restore good relations al the same time co- 
operating in the matter of the welfare of the whole com- 
munity. Mariposa’s health record over the years has 
been exceedingly good and it has in fact shown Inttia- 
tive in instituting clinics to administer toxoids and en- 
courage public health measures.

The dates for celebrating Lind- 
say's 100th birthday were 
members of Lindsay's Council on 
Tuesday night.

Under the heading.... we have used the Winnipeg 
Free Press lately took some jabs at the Minister of Fin- 
ance and the Government’s economic responsibilities. 
Mr. Harris fears the economy will “run away” unless 
everyone is restrained somewhat, is prudent, and buys 
Canada Savings Bonds. Restraint, prudence and the 
buying of savings bonds are all praiseworthy in them- 
selves, but, as the Free Press points out, the Govern- 
ment or its Minister of Finance is in no moral position 
to demand them, 

The Government nowadays is held clearly respon- 
sible for the general climate of the economy—whether 
we have full employment and healthy rising produc- 
tion: or the stagnation that comes with deflation; or the 
frothy, unsound prosperity that inflation appears to 
create. The politicians are happy enough to emphasize 
their responsibility, and claim credit, as long as things 
are going well, they are adept at turning round and lec- 
turing the public on the duties. They should realize 
that they do not endear themselves to the public in the 
process. All they are doing is confessing a degree of 
failure in their own policies 

What exactly do we mean when we talk about 
the Government's responsibility for the climate of the 
economy—as opposed to either the socialist ideas of 
complete planning control, or the laissez-faire idea 
that the Government has no responsibility at all? We 
mean that national policies—regarding finance, public 
development works, tariffs and so one—should create 
an enyironment in which the things that individuals 
want to do, in their own interests, add up to the full ac- 
tivity and general progress of the nation. 

If the Government gets the climate right, the pub- 
lie can spend and save its money as it chooses, the 
business corporation can expand or not as it thinks

Many people believe that the various hospitali- 
zation plans being sold in Canada, and _particu- 
larly in Ontario, are in a large measure responsible 
for overtaxing hospital facilities all across the nation.

Problems Of Dakota Farmers 
Similar To Those Found Here, 


Former Resident

It would seem that farmers in 
Victoria and adjacens, counties are 
not the only ones who have been 
having a rough time of it this year. 
A letter received from a reader of 
“The Post”, Mr. © F Emerson, 
Pembina, North Dakota, tells of | 
the unhappy situatinon in that area 
where excessive rains have flooded 
the crops... Selkirk wheat if over 
four feet tall. |. and grain dis-’ 
lodges with the least bit of wind. 
Here is how, Mr Emerson tells it: 
To the Editor: 

“Like Ontario, here in North 
Dakota thig summer, we have been 
been plagued by the eccentricities 
of the weatherman. 

“Indeed in contrast to other parts 
farther south, where burnt up crops 
and pastures are the rule, we have 
had excessive rains that in many 
cases have damaged crops, flonded’ 
land, and generally making condi- 
tions adverse to sy the Teast. 
Evidently the closer one gets to the 
Great Lake region, *he more flooded 
conditions become 


“Not only has it been wet, but 
cool, so vegetation, where the land 
is reasonably dry, is unusually rank; 
wheat of the Selkirk variety is over 
four feet high in many fields, and 
flax over 40 inches. Naturally grain 
dislodges with the least bit of wind, 
when accompanied ly rain, One 
morning when we got tp and looked 
out, we thought we saw a lot of 
cattle in our flax so\lth of the barn. 
Quite naturally there was a big 
hubbub following the discovery, 
witth most of the emphasis on 
grandpa getting the cows out of the 
flax. What was my _ surprise, 
though when gett:ng out to the 
field to note chat whet we thought 
were cattle from a distance, proved 
to be sort of wigwams, appearing 
here and there. as the flax, leaning 
together supported itself thus pre- 
senting from a distance, what might, 
appear to be cattle 

“Crops are very difficult to har- 
vest, and when we do swath them, 
rains tend to drive the swaths into 
the ground; thus not only spoiling 
the sample, but heads lying next 
to the soil sprout, as might be ex- 
pected We have hed to get out, 
and turn much of the swaths over 
with our forks which seems an 
appalling job now that we have 
forgotten all abou! the old grain 
binder that was necossarly followed 
by men shocking the sheaves as 
they fell from the binder. 

“In this part of North Dakota, 
bordering Canada very little of the 
grain hag been hacvested. This 
seems especially discomforting in 
view of the heavy yields of Selkirk 
wheat reported here-sbout, 

“Mad Weather’ tends to come in 
circles regardless of the best laid 
schemeg of mice and men” Even 
at that, however, we do note its 
compensations, often times in the 
way that folk adjust themselves to 
it, and mostly to their benefit. Thus 
in the end, we are not subjects, but, 
masters of conditions pertaining to 
our livelihood, \

For District Experiment 


The marten, a smeu) but valuable 
animal, may within a few years be- 
come quite prevatent in the Lindsay 
aren, if an experiment now being 
conducted by the Department of 
Lands and Forests is successful, 

According to Mr Perey Swanson 
of the Department, 23 of the gray- 
ish brown animals were trapped re- 
cently at Algonquin Park with a 
method devised oy Mr Swanson 
which incorporates evd liver oll as a 
lure, and jam ag ‘he “clincher” 
which is placed within the trap, The 
23 marten were brought to Lindsay 
and last week 20 of them were re- 
leased in the Wilberforce area. The 
other three were sent to Maple, 
Ont., where breediug experiments 
are to be carried out. 

Mr Swanson salq that he devel- 
oped the system for trapping marti- 
en sOme time ago in Northern On- 


tarjo and using this method he 
hopes to be able to re-populate 
areas where the fiu-bearing ani- 
ma] has become almost extinct, such 
as the Lindsay district. 

Each of the animals has been 
tagged on the ear and also given 
a serial number, Mr Swanson said 
he hopes that few of them will be 
trapped unintentionally in other 
snares designed for mink, etc., but 
if such does occur he hopes that 
the serial] number wll be reported 
to the department so the records 
cin be kept as accurate as pos- 
sible, ‘ 

The marten said Mr, Swanson, 
is the counterpart of the Russian 
Sable and as a rule welgh about 
one to three pounds depending on 
the sex. He points out that they are 
valuable in that it takes so many 
hides to make fur capes and jackets.

Now it seems to us that the need for expanded 
facilities is either urgent urgent, If it Is 
urgent the public should he assured that expanded fa- 
cilities and accommodation the extent of their 
contributions will be started at the close of the cam- 
paign.

We at "The Post” believe that moderate expansion 
is urgently needed and we believe further that steps 
could be taken quickly to effectively ease overecrowd- 
ing which occurs at certain times in the hospital.

While we are confident the doctors of this com- 
munity have every@ntention of honouring their pledges 
we feel impelled to point out that there are many 
things which could crop up over any given period of 
“me which would honourably excuse anyone from ful- 
filling such a commitment. None of us are immune to 
illness or reverses of an unforseen nature and we could 
not be blamed if altered circumstances prevented us 
from carrying out some of our good intentions. 

It is with these things in mind that we suggest to 
our readers that we believe the only honest way to deal 
with the matter of contributions to the Ross Memorial 
Hospital expansion Fund is on the “two-way” basis. 
Any announcements of contributions to the fund should 
be clearly presented in two ways and we submit an OX- 
ample of what we mean:

An actual cash contribution ia a reality with which 
we can deal tangibily when it comes to expanding the

In the case of the pledges from the Medical Profes- 
sion of the County of Victoria, a check made by ‘The 
Post” on receipt of the announcement revealed that 
about one thirtieth of the amount of the pledges was in 
the form of cash. Wehave pointed this out to the com- 
mittee and taken exception to the fact that the press 
release we received dealing with this matter stated that 
the profession had “raised $40,000, We will not know- 
ingly publish anything which will have a tendency to 
mislead the public.

day we took a trip into the rural area 
Lindsay and talked with several people 
concerning the proposed expansion to the Ross Mem- 
orlal Hospital. During the afternoon of interviewing 
these people we didn't moet anyone who felt there was 
no need to expand the hospital, Those who had 
thought about it at all (there were some who frankly 
stated the project hadn't eaused them any thought) 
felt that the need for expanded facilities was apparent 
and something should be done about it, 

“The Post" also recognizes the need for greater 

hospital accommodation at Lindsay but, after con- 
sideration of available facts, we must decline an invita- 
tion from the campaign directors to come out in 
support of the present ‘proposal. We feel it is too 
elaborate and to an extent wasteful, 

Public opinion (that which has predominated our 
contacts) holds that the present hospital would not ba 
adequately utilized under the present expansion pro- 
posal and would in a sense constitute 
disposition of this fine structure, 
in this connection parallel 


wasteful 
Our own thoughts 
those of the public. We 
believe too much of the old structure would be convert- 
ed to administrative purposes and not to active hospital 
treatment, a regrettable thing should it come to pass. 

It is our considered opinion that the size of the 
expansion proposed in one fell swoop is economically 
unsound because it seams to be the foneensus of 
informed opinion that a business expansion of 100 
percent is a big venture whieh will entail reverses of 
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unforeseeable duration. We can see only one place 
from which any deficits in operation would come . 
the taxpayer or those who would volunteer to help 
write them off. 


Increasing the size of the hospital entails many 
problems including that of staffing it. The plans, as 
we have had them interpreted, do not call for the 
establishment of a full-fledged schoo! of nursing and 
we consider this an essential in view of the growing 
shortage of nurses, It is common knowledge that 
there is diffieulty both in obtaining and holding nursing 
staff in this as in other hospitals. If we do nothing to 
train nurses how ean we expect to adequately staff the 
hospital? : 

Taking the position, as we do, that the proposed 
expansion is too big an undertaking in one leap, we 
suggest that a revision of plans be called for whereby 
greater continued use of the present structure for active 
hospitalization will be made and a less costly, but ade- 
quate addition be made, It is amazing what can be 
done for Jess when more is not avaflable. 

We feel that before going to the people the 
campaign committee would be well advised to have 
an alternate and legs expensive plan prepared so that 
the people would be assured of immediate action in 
relieving present overcrowding and inadequacy .. . 
such immediate action to be based on money raised 
in the campaign, We can see no reason why provision 
cannot be made for future expansions, all in modern 
vein and in the meantime promptly effective relief 
could be obtained from present problems. 

Having in mind the proposed expansion plans as 
they are now drafted we would respectively suggest 
that it might be possible ro build an extension east and 
south, but foregoing the northern portion. This could 
be sealed off with a fire wall where the corridor would 
join the old building and then in later years an ex- 
tension could be made north anti, if necessary, west, 
according to demands. 

We the Board of Governors has been 
conscientious in its endeayour to provide a plan for 
expansion for Lindsay which would be of the best, but 
we also believe they have over-estimated the needs of 
the community and its ability to finance it. We still 
Say an expansion at about half the price would be 
adequate for foreseeable needs and receive. more 
general support, 

The points we have brought out in the aforegoing 
editorial are further influenced by observations in the 
early part of the present campaign when there was a 
reluctance to be perfectly free with the press on related 
matters, and a further reluctance later in the campaign 
to give a satisfactorily free hand in disseminating news 
of the campaign,

THE POLIO SEASON IS STILL 
SOMETHING TO BE WARY OF

cidence of polio in this area, at least it is heard of less 
frequently than in former years. This may be due to 
the fact that a large gection of the school population 
has received one or more shots of Salk vaccine which 
is believed to give a good measure of protection against 
the disease. Be this as it may, the disease is still with 
us and It is wise to observe some common-sense pre- 
cautions which have been Suggested by the health auth- 
orities. “Visking News", in {ts current issne, reminds 
us of some of the recognized preventive measures every- 
one can take, Here they are: 

Avoid drinking untested water or unpasteurized 
milk. 

Wash all fruits and vegetables before eating. 
Protect all foods from contamination. 

Do not swim in polluted water. : 

Remove all flies from your dwellings. 

Make sure your hands are clean before handling 
food. 

Be very careful to wash your hands before eat- 
inging when at fall fairs or exhibitions, 

If there nas been a case in the district in whieh 
you live, keep your ebfldren away from movies, 
parties, public gatherings, and away from 
Strangers. Make them have plenty of rest.

SEPTEMBER'S WHISPER 

The trees begin to show time's passage. Their 
leaves have almost finished their summer's work and 
the birches especially lean not only with the wind but 
with the season. Their green crispness begins to fade 
and the first hint of autumn color is almost in sight a- 
mong them, You sense it now, seeing a whole hillside 
of birches, 

It is fit that the birehes should be among the first 
to signal autumn, for asa species they know autumn at 
its best. They are trees of the north, of the bills and 
valleys that are so full of October color. ‘The big white 
birch, the canoe birch, is at home only occasionally as 
far south as Long Island and northern Pennsylvania, 
And the gray birch, smaller cousin and a lesser tree 
in all ways, is primarily a New Hngland tree, though it 
does grow as far south as Delaware. The birches know 
cold winters and late springs and long, colorful autumns,. 

The birches, too, have their color, but it comes 
early and it seldom lingers long. The leaves turn a fine 
gold, but the turn usually comes in September, and they 
have only a brief time of color because the leaves come 
fluttering down in the first good breeze after (hey have 
been gilded. Only occasionally do they persist into the 
time when maple and oak take on full color. It is al- 
most as though the birehes shed their leaves early to 
open wide vistas of reds and oranges and purplish 
browns in October. 

The change is subtle, but it can already be seen in 
those birches with a background of maples. Septemb- 
er is here, and September has whispered to the birches, 
and the birches begin to accept autumn,

There is a downward trend in 
Lindsay public schoo] enrolment 
indicated by a report prepared by 
secretary John R. Wiford and pre- 
senteq to schoo] tristees at thelr 
first meeting of the term Wednes- 


day night. For the first time since 
before 1950, schoo! enrolment in 
September is below the previous 
year. 


There are 1,456 pupils enrolled at 
the schools this September, whereas 
one year ago the total enrolment 
was 1,471. During the past school 
year there were 56 pupils Jost from 


the schools which was due, accord- j 


ing to the report, to families moving 
from town 

One membér of the Board com- 
mented following the meeting that 
this report mighr indicate the 
existing economic trend within 
Lindsay where many families are 
being attracted to industrial and 
commercial areas 

There are 153 children attending 
Kindergarten. Grade 1, 177; Grade 
2, 190: Grade 3, 172 Grade 4 197; 
Grade 5, 112; Grade 6 157, Grade 
7, 152; Grade § 145 This, accord- 
ing to the report averages to 32 
pupils per classrcom for junior 


school, exclusive of Kindergarten. 

In September of this year there 
were 171 school beginners, which 
by co-incldence, happens to be the 
average number of beginners over 
an eight-year period. 

Enrolment By School Years 

In September 1955, there were 

1,471 enrolments, an mcrease of 212 
over the previous year.

Jules Dorion 

Francois Veuillot, the great Parisian editorialist, speaking of Dr. Jules Dorion, 
shortly before the death of the latter, said: “It is not sufficient for the Editor of a 
newspaper to have all the gifts of a good writer, he must have also the qualities 
of a chief and organizer. Dr. Dorion has an abundance of these qualities. He 
has succeeded in making of ‘'L’Action Catholique’, founded under moat difficult 
conditions, not only an organ of religious thought but also—and for the whole 
district of Quebec—a very well-informed daily newspaper’. 

Jules Dorion was born in Quebec on October 9th, 1870. After studying at the 
Quebec Seminary and then at Laval University, he obtained his degree in medi- 
cine in April, 1893, After practising very successfully for some fourteen years, he 
met one day, al the bedside of one of his patients, the man who was to change 
his whole career. This man was Paul-Nugene Roy, parish priest of Jacques- 
Cartier (Quebec) who was to become, some years later, Archbishop of Quebec. 

There was al the time a movement afool amongst a group of Quebec intel- 
lectuals ‘for the founding of a Catholic newspaper. The future Archbishop was 
the head of this group. Dr. Dorion had a strong sense of realities and a wide 
knowledge of national and international affairs and politics. A great friendship 
developed rapidly between the two men and when the moment came to found 
"L'Action Catholique’, Dr. Dorion accepted the task, which was pressed upon 
him, of assuming the editorship of the new daily paper. Its first issue appeared 
on December 21st, 1907. Jules Dorion was to remain Editor of the paper until his 
death which occured, after a short illness, almost thirty-two years Jater, on 
March 13th, 1939. 

Even while he was practising medicine, Dr. Dorion had had his first experience

Eyes of County on Town, 
Councillors Tell Newsman 


Several members of Victoria | 
County Council have told “The 
Post’ that the eyes of the county | 
are on the town in the matter of | 
the proposed expansicn to the Ross 
Memoria] Hospital. What happens | 
insofar ag the county is concerned 
will depend to a large extent on} 
what the fown does 

One member of the council said 
there was some feeling throughout 
the county concerning Lindsay's 
propey share’ of the expansion. He 
declared that 50 per cent or more 
of the people who use the hospital 
are from the town and many rural ; 
residents feel it is uv to the town 
to assume at Jeast half of the total 
expenditure. This, he observed, 
would likely be the feeling of many 
councillors if askeq to raise money 
by debenture to finance any dif- 
ference between money raised by 
voluntary subscription and the am- 
ount needed to carry out the ex- 
pansion, “We would Jiely ask,” he 
declared, “that the fown issue de- 
bentures in an amount up to 50 
per cent of the balance to be raised, 
and then issue county debentures 
for the balance.” 

Another member of the council 
observed that it seemed unlikely 
that members woule approve a plan 
whereby the county woulq assume 
713 per cent of any unpaid balance 
while the town only absorbed 27 
per cent based on the county’s nor- 
mal levy against Lindsay. “No,” 
he mused, “I think something more 
than that would be demanded of 
the town.” 

A former county councillor who 
was present during the interviews 
said hp thought the county would 
undertake to debenture for an es- 
timated difference of $600,000 be- 
tween the amount of public sub- 
scriptions ang the amount required 
to build the proposed expansion. 
This opinion seemed to be a minor- 
ity one. 

All councillors talked with agreed 
that expanded facilities were need- 
ed at the hospitai but the majority 
also felt that the issue of debentures 
to cover an unpaid balance wouldn't 
be a “cut and driea” affair,

As a result of the mass resigna- 
tions and after much discussion, 
Lindsay's Council has ordered a full 
public investigation snd hearing to 
be conducted by the Fire Marshal's 
office. Council also urged that dur- 
ing the hearing, all testimony should 
be taken under oath if this is the 
procedure usually followed, and 
that all testimony be transcribed. 
They have also asked that the Ont- 
ario Fire Marshal make a full re- 
port and recommendation to Council 
on the situation. 

After Council had been read the 
surprise letter announcing the res- 
ignations, considerable discussion 
arose, beginning with Councillor 
W. 8, W. Breese. 

Councillor BREESE’ “Well, ‘this 
situation {s really nothing new. The 
Fire Committee has tried to bring 
harmony to the department but if 
apparently has not worked. I cer- 
tainly endorse the suggestion of a 
public inquiry.” 

Councilloy FOUND’ “Does this 
mean there will be a hearing open to 
the public?” 

Councillor McCRAE* “Yes, {t will 
be aired. This is the procedure stip- 
ulated by the Fire Marshal's office. 
He will not hold any sort of hearing 
behind closed doors’ 

Mayor HICK: “Has the word 
‘public? been inserted by the Fire 
Marshal?” 

Councillor McCRAF* “Yes, they 
wouldn’t conduct an inquiry under 
any other circumstances.” 

Mayor HICK: “Tt certainly seems 
odd to me that we would receive 
five resignations four now and 
Mr. McLaren’s a few weeks ago. 
There must be something wrong 
that we are not aware of.”

FAIR TIME? 

Lindsay Central] Exhibltion seems to have picked 
one of the worst periods in its recent history to stage 
its annual show. This is an unfortunate development 
and however critical people may be of various facets 
of the fair, most of us would like to see it blessed with 
tolerably good weather because we know that if the 
fair runs into enough of this heavy going it could pile 
up on the rocks financially. And if it does that we 
would lose something important to the community. 

It has been suggested by one who has been a sup- 
porter of Lindsay Central Exhibition for several years 
that the directors might be wise to consider holding 
the fair earlier in the season and we wonder what 
the reading public feel about this subject. It is under- 
standable that such a change would call for a great 
deal of thoughtful consideration but it is also under- 
standable that the exhibition, by operating in extre- 
mely disagreeable weather, has two strikes against it 
before it starts. 

On Thursday we visited the exhibition and after a 
couple of hours or so we left the grounds thoroughly 
chilled, filled with admiration for those who were 
carrying on with the fair in the face of physical dis- 
comfort, and with the conviction that since “the 
weather won’t cooperate with the fair the fair may 
have to cooperate with the weather.” 


SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT 
AND TO ACT UPON...... 

Most of us, from the time we are born until 
the time we quit this world are primarily concerned 
with wanting something. This is a human trait which, 
properly controlled, serves a useful purpose. It makes 
us creative and makes others creative because by crea- 
tive activities we supply either our own needs or the 
needs of others. Recently, however, there has been a pro- 
nounced trend in the direction of wanting too much 
and being prepared to give too little for the fulfill- 
ment of our wants. Many people have recognized 
the need for a change of attitude which would see the 
people of the world more concerned with the contri- 
bution they can make toward improving something 
other than their own social or economic status. 

This need is given formal recognition by Mr. 
T. H. Stinson, Q.C., in his presidential address to the 
annual meeting of the Victoria and Grey Trust Com- 
pany. Mr. Stinson states and we quote: 

“J believe that more attention should be paid to 
the education of our people in responsibilities as well 
as the advantages of democratie citizenship. Too 
much stress is being placed these days on human rights 
and not enough stress on human obligations. Citi- 
zens should be educated to know that they need to con- 
tribute their full share to the welfare of the nation. 
People of character are the greatest assets that a 
nation can possess, It should be the ambition of every 
good citizen to help develop Canada as a model for 
the rest of the world as a vigorous, efficient and happy 
democracy.” ; 

We endorse the sentiments expressed and submit 
that in this, as in all beneficial movements, the best 
place to begin is at home. 


QUITE A TREE AND ITS FUTURE 
SEEMS ALMOST SECURE.... 

A couple of years ago we called attention to a 
shrub which had started to grow atop the concrete 
counterbalance of the Wellington St. bridge. It was 
noted at the time that there was a possibility the 
roots of the shrub might so embed themselves in the 
concrete block as to permit water seepage which, com- 
bined with frost action {n winter, could have far-reach- 
ing effects on the whole structure. In the interval we 
have watched with interest the growth and develop- 
ment of the-promising young tree. It is now, as ob- 
servers will agree, a fair-sized sapling with plenty of 
branches and a good foliage. In fact it possesses all 
the things indicative of a healthy tree. 

We realize that the Wellington Street bridge is 
seldom raised nowadays to permit passage of a boat 
but does this warrant neglect of the structure, if the 
growth of a tree in its counter-balance can be regard- 
ed as neglect? Concrete, particularly the quantity of 
it which is poised above the roadway over this bridge, 
is heavy stuff. If a portion of it were to give away 
and fall on a passing vehicle, or shatter and strike a 
pedestrian, the results could be unpleasant and with 
this in mind we respectfully submit that the tree grow- 
ing atop the counter-balance be subjected to the close 
scrutiny of the proper authorities, presumably the 
Trent Canal System. 


CONGRATULATIONS AND OUR SYMPATHY 

The “Peterborough Hxaminer’ is celebrating 
its 100th anniversary as a newspaper and we join with 
numerous other journals across the country in extend- 
ing congratulations. We also extend a measure of 
sympathy to those who are responsible for publishing 
the paper in this its 100th year. We believe any news- 
paper which has survived for 100 years deserves a 
certain amount of sympathy for the business is some- 
times a strenuous one in which the staff must weather 
considerable abuse and the abuse is there no matter 
which segment of public opinion the paper appears to 
lean to on any particular issue in any given edition . . 
someone is always ready with a brick and to stay alive 
in this business, especially for a whole century, re- 
quires great agility and steadfastness of purpose. 

In its Centennial Edition “The Examiner’ editorl- 
alizes on the difficulties which beset those newspaper- 
men who try to present the news of the day: 

“It Is impossible to untangle the complex network 
of trust, affection, animosity, © curiosity and habit 
which ties a newspaper and its readers together; with 
every issue that rolls from our presses new bonds are 
created. Hvery night their is somebody who thinks 
that Peterborough would be a sweeter place if The 
Examiner were to burn down, and never be rebuilt;

and every night there is somebody who decides that 
we are, after all, not so bad as he thought. There 
are ‘those who are convinced that our news Is written 
by apes, and edited by fiends, but from time to time 
even these extermists admit that we have done a fair 
job, just for once.” 


AN ALARMING SPECTACLE? 

How do American children look to outsiders? 
Last week, after an eight-week tour of the U.S., Sir 
Basil Henriques, one of Britain’s top authorities on 
juvenile delinquency and longtime chairman of the 
East London Juvenile Court, gave some friendly but 
blunt answers. Among his observations on U.S. ju- 
venile delinquency: 

“T sat in courts all over the country, On almost 
every occasion there was at least one case more serious 
than I had ever had to deal with in England during 
38 years on the bench.” 

‘It shoul'd not be left to the discretion of a police- 
man whether to make an arrest or let the child go. 
Such power in the hands of a policeman may lead to 
serious abuses. Suppose a boy steals. His parents 
manage to make restitution. Or the frantic mother 
goes to any length to persuade the officer to over- 
look the offense. Or the case is dealt with by volun-- 
tary agencies. That couldn't happen in England, 
There, if the boy is caught, he must come before the 
court, That, is better,both for the society and for the 
boy, Juvenile delinquency is a moral disease. In Hn- 
gland the delinqent goes direct to the ‘doctor’, Here 
you go to a quack... By the time the boy reaches 
the doctor, he's got double pneumonia,” 

“I have so frequently heard, of someone in a youth 
group, or someone helping youngsters to use their 
leisure time, ‘Oh, he isn’t trained’, or ‘She isn’t a train- 
ed social worker,’ said in a tone of contempt. I’m sick 
to death of trained social workers! [ don’t mind how 
many degrees, nor how many hours and years someone 
has worked for those degrees! What good is he if 
he hasn't an understanding heart?” 

“Television is the pernicious poison of America. |, 
find nothing but shooting, prison scenes, divorces, 
teen-age girls going wrong. You can just twiddle on 
it any time of day or night. It doesn’t give children 
time to read, or think, or dream.” 

“Oh yes, I did want to speak of that new kind of 
discipline we both have, that is to be found in some 
of the so-called-heayen only knows why-progressive 
schools. What a most dangerous thing we are doing 
for our children, to let them go into a class that that 
morning calls for arithmetic—and that morning ,the 
child doesn’t feel like arithmetic. Who does, for 
heaven's sake? So instead of doing the job anyway, 
he goes and makes puppets or something. We are noc 
teaching, ‘I must, because I ought’, but the most dan- 
gerous doctrine of ‘I see, 1 want, I take.’ ” 

“Here you have the alarming spectacle of parents 
being terrified of their children. Instead of using 
parental and maternal instinct, parents rely on cheap 
books about psychiatry—which they don’t under- 
stand—and are afraid to repress the child, The re- 
sult is that the child runs the home.”

The aforegoing was brought to our attention by 
a Lindsay friend who felt it might be of timely in- 
terest to many citizens of the community. We are 
particularly impressed with the closing sentence of the 
article and the paragraph dealing with televisfon but 
then the observations are all made with clarity and in- 
sight. We believe it would be appalling to many 
parents if they could see contrasting motion pictures 
of the school room of two or three decades ago as 
compared with today. And we believe many parents 
will readily admit, if only to themselves, that their 
children give them a pretty rough go of it at times. 
Since these children spend a great part of their wak- 
ing day in school we cannot regard its influence as 
having had a salutary disciplining effect. 

However, it would not be fair to suggest that our 
schools are responsible for all of our children’s un- 
desirable traits. For years now they have been ex- 
posed to press, radio and television influences which, 
as the learned gentleman observes, have had a dam- 
aging effect. We believe every media of communi- 
cation should examine itself and consider what its 
total effect is on the community or area served. And 
some of this self-examination can begin right here in 
having in mind the exaggerated, almost 
hysterical play currently being made for the interests 
of Lindsay youths in “rock ’n roll’? trash and unnee- 
essarily sordid accounts of human misadventure. 


HIGHER BANK INTEREST

This procedure is followed until one of the ace .
